BABY ALMOST. FORGOTTEN

Five families ran from chetr homes 
into the street at 3 a. m. Tuesday when 
fire practically destroyed the Tpheres 
Zion Hebrew Free School at Fifteenth 
and Carr streets. Seventeen children un- 
der 12 years of age werc among those 
routed out of bed into the snowstorm. 

Miss Catharine Fitzgerald, who, with 
an invalid sister, Miss Margaret Fitz- 
gerald, resides upstairs at ‘1113 North 
Fifteenth street, was awakefied by a 


crash of glass in the synagogue. She | 
opened a second-story window and called 
to two men far down the street, but 
they did not hear her. 

Her shrieks, calling for someone to 
help carry her sister out, brought Pa-j} 
trolman Young. He ran to Biddle and 
Fifteenth streets and turned in fan 
alarm,.then returned to the Fitzgeralds 
and, wrapping the invalid sister in 
blankets, carried her into the residence 
of John Givens, 1118 North Fifteenth 
street. , 

The fire is supposed to have been 
caused by the Menorah, the perpetual 
light that burns in Jewish church and 
educational buildings. The Menorah 
was a gas jet which hung from thé ceil- 
ing of the first floor. 


Baby Is Forgotten. 
The flames were burning fiercely in 


the three-story brick schoo] building be- 
fore they were discovered. 

When Mrs. Bessie Lehr, 1509 Carr 
street, who with her husband, Morris, 
bad carried five small children into the 
Street, saw that Simon, the baby, 4 
months old, had not been brought out 
she was frantic. 

Lehr rushed back into the house. It 
was 10 minutes before he found the 
baby under theeorrer' of a mattress 
and a heap of small articles on a bed. 
ine baby had been asleep and, in the 
confusion of getting the other children 
cut and looking abot the room for val- 
uables, they had thrown stuff they 
intended to abandon on the baby. 


Flee Before the Flames,

Tulley, the police, proceeding on a 
theory that Miss Hallen knew something 
of Fortner’s criminal transactions, went 
to her home at night and arrested her. 
« She was held on a charge of forgery, 
but a jury acquitted her. At that time 
she lived with her mother at 5969 Julian 
avenue. 

In the first count of her petition Miss 
Hallen alleges that in March, 1908, the 
defendants maliciously and _ illegally 
caused her to be assaulted and re- 
strained of her liberty for several hours 
during which time she was deprived of 
vccess to her friends and relatives. 

The plaintiffs, she alleges in the sec- 
ond count, caused an _ information 
charging a felony to be issued with the 
result that she was arrested, imprisoned 
and prosecuted.

Complaints are made that big losses 
have been suffered by shippers, who de- 
pended on the accuracy of the bureau’s 
forecasts for transporting products, and 
that the service has become so inade- 
quate that farmers, shippers and boat 
owners no longer regard it as a guid- 
ance to them. 
The Senate Committee on Agriculture 
and Yorestry, before which the Weather 
Bureau appropriation bill is pending, has 
been supplied with specific charges, 
which, in brief, are: ; 
Extravagance in spending money for 
exploiting of Prof. Moore’s hobbies to 
the detriment of useful work of tite 
bureau. 
That Prof. Moore is the author of a 
book entitle:. ‘‘Descriptive Meteoro'ogy,”’ 
for which the data was compiled and 
the manuscript prepared by himself and 
other bureau employes in Government 


time. 


That the postal laws and regulations 
were violated in the transmission of

Speaker Declares Illinoisan Or- 
ganized Bolt Which Defeated 
People’s Will. 


‘By Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Reviving 
the accusation of complicity on the part 
of Sehator Lorimer in the alleged cor- 
ruption accompanying his eléction, Sen- 
ator William J. Stone of Missouri ad- 


dressed the Senate today in opposition 
to the ie Hoare retention of his 
seat. 

Stone found himself unable to sanc- 
tlon Lorimer’s appearance before the 
Senate as a pleader in his own behalf, 
in lieu of his appearance before the 
investigating committee as a witncss in 
the case. 

“tie made no attempt to defend him- 
self under the sanctity of an oath, but 
preferred to remain silent while the in, 
vestigation was in progress, and came 
here to defend himseli in-a speech be- 
fore the Senate,’’ the Missouri Senator 
asserted. 

Must Judge on Facts Only. 

He should not have waited to make 
his defense as an orator or advocate, 
pleading his own cause before the forum 


‘which is trying him. His address was, 


indeed, replete with eloquence and 
pathos; but the Senate is obliged to 
judge the case solely on facts developed 
by the testimony delivered tunder oath. 
It was meet and proper for him to ad- 
dress the Senate, but that was not the 
opportune occasion, nor that the most 
convincing way, for him to offer his 
testimony.’” 

Asserting in another connection 
that it had been obligatory on Lori- 
mer to “bravely take the stand and 
tell all he knew,” Stone asked: 

“Why did not Lorimer take the 
witness stand, speak out like a man 
who had naught to fear, answer any 
question propounded to him and tell 
everything he knew about the case? 
Does this attitude of silence comport 
with innocence? 

Shift Burden of Proof. 

‘Tf it was shown that Beckemeyer, 
Holstlaw and White had received 
money for their votes; if it was 
shown that other legislators also had 
been the recipients of tainted eamoney 
and if it was shown that’ still others 
had been approached with corrupt 
overtures, did not this volume of in- 
culpating testimony shift, the burden 
of proof on Lorimer and make It im- 
perative that he should defend his 
title? 

“T ask whether it is within the 
scope of things probable that if 
Browne paid this money to Holstlaw, 
Beckemeyer and the other men in tne 
way they allege, that Browne alone 
was guilty of offending agatnst law 
and public decency and that Lorimer 
wended his way through the maze, al- 
ways the dominating and directing 
influence and _ still remained snow 
white and untainted?”

Members of the City Firemen’s Com- 
mittee, which has charge of the Dill 
mow before the Municival Assembly to 
raise the firemens pay and better their 


working conditions, say that most of 
the large cities of the country pay their 
firemen better, allow them more days 
off and grant them longer yearly va- 
cations than does St. Louis. 

The committee promoting the bill for 
the firemen is composed of Lieut. S. L. 
McBride of Hose and Ladder Company 
No. 7; Al Hartmann of Engine’ Compa- 
ny No..6 and J. F. O’Donnell of Engine 
Company No. 14 The bill had its sec- 
ond reading in the Council. The com- 
mittee considering it consists of Coun- 
ciimen Leahy, Schneiderhahn and Lam- 
bert. If the bill passes, the salaries of 
city firemen will be increased from 15 
to 25 per cent. 

Firemen in St. Louls are now palid 
$95 a month, or $1140 a year. In New 
York and Brooklyn they get $1400 a 
year, in San Francisco $1440 and in Chi- 
@ago $1247. Newark and Jersey City 
@ach pay their firomen $1300 a year. Bos- 
ton firemen get $1200, but Philadelphia 
- ©nly allows its fire fighters $1100, or $40 
@ year less than St. Louis. 

In Chicago and San Francisco, fire- 
men get one day off in every three; in 
New York and Boston, one day in five, 
and in Philadelphia, one day in seven. 
In St. Louis, firemen get one day off 
im six, except the time from April 1

NOLEN TO GET $2500 JOB 


Former Editor to Be Waterways 
Expert With a $2000 
Expense Account. 


~ 


From a Staff Correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CIT Feb. 28.—The 
State Board of Sentaiacuatiee which has 
been used as @ means of advertising 
Missouri and ‘attracting settlers to this 
State, ts practically done away with 
by the failure of the Appropriations 
Committee to provide money to carry on 
the work of the board. ’ 
The fact that Gov. Hadley had taken 
a préminent part in the work of the 
Immigration Commission in the last two 
years, and that he had received con- 
siderable advertisement through 
work of the commission, is assigned by 
the Republicans of the Legislature as 
the reason the Democratic committee 
refused to furnish funds for carrying 

on the work. 
Nolen Called an Expert. 

While refusing to supply means. for 
the exploitation of the State, the com- 
mittee placed in the contingent appro- 
priation bill a section providing an ap- 
propriation of $17,000 for the State Wa- 
terways Commission. Of this amount, 
$5000 is to be used to pay the salary 
of John H. Nolen, now Deputy State 


1 Labor Commissioner, who, in the bill, 


is designated as “expert In the work 
of said commission.” 

This creates at least a two-year job 
for Nolen as an expert in waterways 
at a salary of $2500 a year. Until as- 
suming the duties of deputy labor com- 
missioner under Gov. Folk, six years 
ago, Nolen was proprietor of a news- 
paper in LaGrange, Mo. In addition to 
his salary, Nolen will receive $2000 for 
traveling expenses. 

The last Legislature failed to make an 
appropriation. to carry on the work of 
the Immigration Board, and it borrowed 
$25,000 to promoted the interests of the 
State. It fs expected that the Appro- 
priations Committee will make an ap- 
propriation to pay back this money, 
but it is doubtful if the board will bor- 
row money this year, as the failure of 
the committee to make an appropriation 
is generally considered by members us 
a protest against the expenditure and 
as a direct slap at Gov. Hadley. 

Several Democratic members have said 
privately that they believed the Gov- 
ernor was getting entirely too much 
advertisement out of the immigration 
work, and that they believed the State 
could get along without the board, and 
the work it has done in drawing set- 
tlers to the wild lands of South Mis- 
souri.

Many families were sent to the 
State, according to John H. Curran, 
the former Immigration Commiesioner, 
and while many have landed in the large 
cities, many other families have settled 
on farms. 

The bill provides appropriations cov- 
ering the contingent expense of all State 
officers and all boards and State de- 
partments supported by the State.

Eiffél Tower Transmitter Only 
17 Horsepower but Is Tuned 
to Musical Delicacy. 


Special Cable te the Post-Dispatch 


eng New York Werld, 
PARIS, Feb. 28.—Although no wireless 
messages have been exchanged between 
the Eiffel Tower and Glace Bay, N. §&., 
as has been reported, messages sent 
from Glace Bay have been received 
here. 

The power ef the transmitter at the 
Eiffel Tower is so low that only sig- 
nals have been sent from this side 
across the Atlantic. Capt. Brenot of 
the engineer cerps of the army, who 
is asseciated with wireless telegraphy 
experiments at the tower, told the Post- 
Dispatch correspondent today that the 
transmitter here is only 17-horsepewcr, 
mot 75. 

But so delicate is the apparatus that, 
even with this small sending power, the 
Marconi post at Glace Bay has heard 
the word ‘“‘Paris’’ sent from here. The 
signal word ‘Paris’ has been sent and 
received several times, but no message 
has been gent. 

The Eiffel Tower receiving post is 
tuned to a musical scale, as is that at 
Clace Bay, although the twe are of alg. 
ferent systems. 

The Eiffel Tower is a Government 
post. No private messages will be sent 
or received there; communication will 
be pe eaten for official use only.

By RIPLEY D. sAUNDERS., 
ANCE O’NEIL, a wistful figure in

one big moment in her Monday 
night playing of ‘The Lily” at the 
Olympte’ caught and held her audience 
in an emotional grip so vital and pity- 
compelling as to be painful in its in- 
tensity. 

At that moment she sounded the dom- 
inant note of the Pierre Wolff and Gas- 
ton Leroux drama which David Belasco 
has adapted from the French and made 
one of the big successes of the Amer- 
ican stage. Only at that moment, how- 
ever, did she thus insistently claim and 
receive the spotlight. A splendid re- 


out all ether phases of the play's story. 

Another figure, that embodied in the 
role of Charles Cartwright’s playing, 
was very much more in evidence at 
other times of “The Lily’s’’ first-night 
St. Leuis presentation. It was the keen- 
ly, yet unconsciously, cruel figure of 
the Comte de Maigny, who had doomed 
hie eldest daughter, Udette, to a sacri- 
ficial spinsterhood in erder that she 
might take the place of his dead wife 
in his household’s management, minis- 
tering to his own selfish comfort, her- 
self robbed of all. happi:.ess. 

Nance O’Neil played this role ef the 
ashen-gowned old maid, and the one 
poignant moment when she, instead ef 
Mr. Cartwright, became the play’s etar 
was that moment of Odette’s revolt 
against the further selfishness of De 
Maigny, which had denied yeuth and 
love to her, and which, now denying it 
also to her younger sister, Christiane, 
had driven the girl to a sin for which 
she was about to pay all the bitter pen- 
alty exacted of a woman in such cases. 
Here, suddenly, and with a pass‘on 
so real that it swept the Olympic au- 
dience into its torrent of heartbreaking 
pretest almost before that audience was 
aware of the play's terrific climaxing, 
the sacrificed elder daughter confronted 
the father as his judge instead of his 
hitherto dumb vietim. Relentlessly, with 
appalling sureness of touch, she stripped 
his miserable soul bare and held it up 
before his own eyes in all its mean lit- 
tleness, her ewn ruined life and he- 
sister's downfall constituting the indict. 
ment against him. The moment was 
ene of tremendous drama. \ 

It is true that something of the mod- 
ern French point of view must needs be 
brought to bear upon the situation to 
realize its fullest appeal. The elder 
sister, Odette, was justifying the young- 
er, Christiane, for having loved a mar- 
ried man, a fact for which there is no 
justification in the moral law. Nev- 
ertheless, the plea of Odette in defense 
of Christiane possessed something of 
justice in its fabric, making clear, as it 
did, that little Christiane’s ill-placed 
love was due to thet selfishness of De 
Maigny which had kept all other chance 
of loving remote from the girl’s luckless 
life. One could not but feel’ the truth 
of this—and De Maigny stood condemned 
before the tribunal of his blighted elder 
gGaughter’s creating. 

This moment came in the third of the 
play’s four acts, and when the curtain 
fell at the act’s close Nance O’Neil hat 
won recognition as a genuinely great 
emotional actress. Her marvelous voice, 
deep-toned and vibrant with feeling, her 
amazingly sensitive face, scmber, ye. 
capable of the tenderest lové and'pity in 
its expressional picturing, the instinc- 
tive dramatic significance of her every 
bofily movement and gesture, all com- 
bined te place upon her work the stam) 
ef sincerest power.

Officials of the Civic League are try- 
ing to bring about the speedy passage 


Delegates, by which they hope to re- 
lieve unsanitary conditions in the crowd- 
ed. residence districts. The essentia! 
features of the bill, as outlined Tues- 
day by Roger N. Baldwin, secretary of 
the League, are: : 

That every tenement house in the 
city shall have on each floor at least 
one sink with running ‘water. 

That every tenement house shall 
be maintained -in all its parts ‘in 
good repair—the owner to Reep the 
common halls, stairs and porches 
clean, and the tenat or occupant 
to. keep the apartments clean. A re- 
sponsible person must be in imme- 
diate charge of every tenement in 
which more ‘than eight families re- 
side. 

Lights are required in the hall- 
ways of all tenement houses, and the 
inner courts inust be whitewashed 
or painted a light color. 

The use-of cellars as dwellings is 
prohibited unless they ¢omply with 
‘rigid health requirements. 

No articles dangerous to life or 
health may be stored in tenement 
houses. 

The responsibility throughout the 
orcinance is clearly fixed. The own- 
er, lessee or trustee is made respon- 
sible for the various improvements 
required. Tite ordinancé takes effect 
on Oct. 1.. 

Tnis bill was drawn by the Housing 
and Sanitation Committee of the Civic 
League in conference with the Public 
Service Committee of the Real Estate 
Exchange.

Joseph Fels, the noted single tax ad- 
vocate, was at the dinner at Cicardi’s 
restaurant, and the other guests were 
Daniel Kiefer, secretary of the Fels 
Fund Commission; Mrs. Florence Wy- 
man Richardson, Miss Mary Bulkley, 
Miss Thekla Bernas, Miss Alice Martin. 
Miss Althea Somerville and Miss Zoe

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THE COLONIAL WAY. 

The Colonial revival has extended somewhat 
further in Massachusetts than in Missouri. In

The Postal Deficit. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 

ConSiderable® space is given by the newspapers 
te the postal deficit, and various impossible rem- 
edies are suggested. The “greatest” existing 
“wrong” is not mentioned; & might hurt “bdusi- 
ness” and that would be terrible. If the railroads 
were paid a reasonable rate for what they carry, 
instead of an arbitrary lump sum of five or six 
times a& much as they receive for like service 
rendered to everybody else, the deficit would be 
reduced. A recent statement was made that the 
Government paid $430 for the same service thaf 
the express company got for $48. That may have 
been an’ exaggeration, but theré is some truth 
in it. 

Common carriers charge per 100 pounds for all 
dead freight they carry. It is their “measure” 
of service rendered. The express céOmpanies and 
all other shippers pay for service based upon that 
measure; why should mail matter be any ex- 
ception? Only because the service is tn politics 
and used as a fruitful source for “sops” instead 
of under ordinary business conditions. I will 
venture to say that if the express cempanies 
would be allowed (by the railroad companies) to 
carry the mail they would gladly contract to carry 
it for one-half or possibly one-third, of what the 
Government now pays. 

If the real interests of the public can ever be 
considered by our national lawmakers, here is a 
chance, and an immense saving can begin with 
the termination of each existing mail contract. 

Let the Government pay for transporting the 
mails in the same manner as it pays for all its 
other kinds of transportation, viz., by the 100 
pounds, just as all other shippers and consigners

| VIVISECTION FOR 


CANCER CONDEMNED 


Expert Says No Knowledge Can 
bé Gained From Experiments 


on Animals. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 2.—Twenty-nine 
years practice as a surgeon to the Lon- 
don Cancer Hospital, convinced Dr. 
Herbert Snow of London that “What 
passed with the public for cancer re- 
search ts utter moonshine.’”’ He stirrea 
the ynembers of the Antivivisection So- 
ciety¥ meeting here last night with a 
condemnation of the whole system of 
experimentation upon the sub-human 
animals. 

“Tt is,” he said “but unscientific and 
futile. No inference can be drawn direct- 
ly from any phenomenon in the sub-hu- 
man animal to mankind. The fundamen- 
tal differences of structure in every di- 
rection are enormous.”

Rabbits 
eat belladonna, goats are fond of the 
tobacco plant and of conium, the hem- 
lock, which killed Socrates.” 


||] AERONAUTICS LECTURE 
FOR GERMAN SCHOOLS 


Eleven Universities Will Study 
New Subject This 


Summer. 


BERLIN, Feb. 28.—It is unoffictally 
announced that 11 German universities 
and technical schools will provide lec- 
tures on aeronautics this summer. Spec- 
lal attention will be given to technical 


problems connected with the flying ma- 
chine, its structural principles and prac- 
tical management. 

Lectures will be given at Berlin, 
Breslau, Giessen, Goettingen and 
Strassburg universit.es and at the tech. 
nical institutes in Charlottenburg, 
Aachen, Brunswick, Dantaic, Stuttgart 
and Munich. Two professors will deliver 
such courses of lecturers at Charlotten- 
burg and Dantsic and three at Munich. 

At Charlottenburg, Maj. Parseval, the 
inventor of the first German semi-rigid 
| mvent will give one of the aeronautical 
courses, while at Strassburg the lecturer 
will be Prof. Hergesell, president of the 
Aeronautical Commission, who conduct- 
ed the German studies of the higher at- 
mospheres by means of self-registering 
balloons.
